The Phoenix Railroad. 

The Fulton Patriot says : The con¬ 
tractor for grading the track of the Liv¬ 
erpool, Phoenix and Fulton railroad in¬ 
forms us that his contract is nearly com¬ 
pleted and could easily be finished in a 
week. The bridge across the Oneida 
outlet at Three River Point is completed, 
and the whole track ready for ties and 
iron. There has been no cessation of 
the work, but the recent transfer of the 
Syracuse Northern to new owners, may 
make somo difference in the programme 
of the managers of the enterprise. We 
are not informed in relation to the pros- 
j P ** 8 for the early completion of the 
road, but we aie assured tlmt no efforts 
will be spared to push the enterprise to 
a successful result at as early a day as 
j»ossible. The Syracuse Journal is in¬ 
formed by one of the offioers that an ef¬ 
fort is being made to bring tho road into 
operation within the next two months, 
and that the prospects favor such an un¬ 
dertaking. 

Business Failures. 

The Syracuse Standard says : Several 
failures have already occurred among the 
grocers of the first and second wards. 
The cause, of course, is their inability to 
collect what is justly their due. The last 
year has been peculiarly one of hardship 
for many grocers of that part of the city, 
l lie salt and barrel making business has 
been very poor, and upon these trades a 
nu mb er have rel ied fo^, daily bread, 
srs have been “carrying** many cus- 
tomers, hoping that times would improve 
and they could get pay for old bills as 
well as new ones. Rut they have been 
disappointed. Men have had no work 
or money, and grocers have in consequence

Traveling on * thf. Farm.— Did any 
of our readers ever think of the amount 
of travel it takes to raise a crop of corn? 

I never saw an illustration in print, and 
I thought I would give you one. I have 
a twenty-acre field, forty by eighty rods. 
To break this up would take one hun¬ 
dred and sixty-six miles. Harrowing it, 
about forty miles. Furrowing out, nine¬ 
ty miles. Planting, forty-five miles, if 
with a planter, and if dropped and cov¬ 
ered, ninety miles, and five plowings, 
four hundred and fifty miles. Thus, you 
will see, it takes about eight or nine hun¬ 
dred miles of travel to raise twenty acres 
of com not counting going to and return¬ 
ing from the field. Besides there is re¬ 
planting, thinning, rolling, &c.— Ex.

Preserving Fruit.—T o can peaches, 
pears and apples, you should first peel, 
halve and seed them, and drop them into 
cold water to prevent discoloration. Pre¬ 
pare your syrup in tho proportion of one 
pound of white sugar to a quart of wa¬ 
ter ; place your syrup on the fire, let it 
boil five minutes, then put in your fruit. 
Let it in the hot syrup until it is 

vour cans with the hot fruit ; then pour 

on the syrup. Screw them up immedi¬ 
ately. eac h o n e as you fill, aa firmly as 

you can with the hands, and as they 
cool off 1 apply the wrench. We have 
have followed the above receipt for years, 
and have never lost a jar. We use the 
glass jar with a japanned covei*, and a 
rubber ring round its edge. Great care 
is necessary to can fruit with neatness 
and success. To be successful, a careful 
observance of the following rules is all 
that is required : 1. Tho fruit should be 
fresh and perfectly sound, and free from 
spot or blemish. 2 . Be sure your fruit 
is heated through and through. 3 . 
Have your cans tilled with hot water to 
warm them ; pour out the water, and 
dip the boiling fruit rapidly into tho jar, 
until brimful. Then pour on the hot 
syrup. Screw up immediately and the 
work is done.— Ex. 

The Newspaper.—S mall is the sum 
that is required to patronize a newspa¬ 
per, and most amply remunerated is the 
patron. I care not how humble and un¬ 
pretending tho gazette which he takes, it 
is next to impossible to fill a weekly 
lifty-two times or a daily three hundred 
and thirty or forty times a year without 
putting into it something worth the sub¬ 
scription price. Every parent whose 
son is away at school, should supply him 
with a newspaper. I well remember 
what a difference there was between 
those of my schoolmates who had and 
ihose who had not access to newspapers. 
Other things being equal, the first were 
always decidedly superior to the last, in 
debate and composition at least. The 
reason is plain, they had command of 
more facts. Youth will pertfse a news¬ 
paper with delight when they read noth¬ 
ing elso .—Judge Long street.

AZW Remarks on Articulation. 


BOOTS 


In our last week’s edition was pub¬ 
lished an account, taken from the New 
Jersey Courier , of a recent gathering of 
friends and gentlemen of prominence at 
the Court House in Toms River, N. J., 
to witness the remarkable proficiency in 
articulation, acquired by Miss Maggie 
B. Lawrence after four months’ instruc¬ 
tion at the school of Z. C. Whipple, 
Mystic River, Conn. 

The results of the exhibition were very 
gratifying and satisfactory to all present 
and the editor of the Courier , who was 
one of the assemblage, records himself 
as fully satisfied that it was not the work 
of collusion. 

To the editor’s remarks there is an* 
nexed some correspondence between Mr. 
Lawrence and Mr. Whipple, to which 
we propose to allude. 

The following is the opening paragraph | 
of Mr. Lawrence’s letter : 

During the month of February, 1874, 1 met a 
merchant from Chicago, and had a long conver¬ 
sation with him on business matters. Ho told 
me that he often employed from fifty to one hun¬ 
dred hands in his tobacco and cigar manufactory. 
After I had conversed with him a long time, 
a friend said tome, “The man you are speaking 
with was born a deaf-mute.” The merchant saw 
my surprise, and said, “Yes, I was born deaf, 
but my parents sent me to Germany, where I 
learned to talk. ” He spoke as clearly and pleas¬ 
antly as any person. I told him I had four 
deaf-mute children, all grown to manhood and 
womanhood, and asked him if he thought they 
could be taught to speak and read the ups. He 
said, “Yes, there is no reason why they should 
not be taught to read and speak as well as I 'do.”

But as to the merits of articulation as 
a system of instruction. This is the 
great point at issue. There can be no 
doubt that there are some deaf-mutes 
who can be taught to speak, just as there 
are some cripples that can be made to 
walk. But we would like to inquire in 
what proportion the congenital deaf have 
been successfully restored by the various 
articulation systems 1 The gentleman 
Mr. Lawrence mentions as having met 
and conversed with at Chicago, is a fine 
example of what may sometimes be done 
for the deaf and dumb. But pray, as 
a gentleman of extensive business ac¬ 
quaintance and as a traveler to some ex¬ 
tent, how many like the Chicago deaf- 
mute has Mr. Lawrence met 1 

They are few, and are widely scattered, 
for they have been taught by a sys¬ 
tem appreciable only to a small minor¬ 
ity. 

Miss Lawrence returns home after, 
four months’ instruction quite able to 
articulate and to read the lips, two very 
desirable accomplishments. But whether 
her intellectual powers had received 
any improvement, or been benefited in 
any manner by her sojourn at Mr. Whip 
pie’s school, we are not told. She had 
been taught a new means of communica¬ 
tion to apply to a mind already formed 
and drilled “by means of the old sign 
system.” This is a common case, and 
in the glittering that envelopes the sur¬ 
face we too often lose sight of the proofs 
beneath. 

Mr. Lawrence having asked Mr. Whip¬ 
ple for details of his system of instruc¬ 
tion, Mr. Whipple, after giving the de¬ 
sired information, adds : 

In closing, I will say that I do confidently be¬ 
lieve that the system taught in my school may 
be profitable employed in the instruction of all 
intelligent deaf-mutes, whose organs of speech 
are not impaired, and whose sight is sufficiently 
good to enable them to observe distinctly the ac¬ 
tion of the lips. I will also add, that I believe 
in time the sign language will be abandoned in 
all institutions for deaf-mutes, and a system of 
instruction adopted that will bring the inmates 
of those institutions more nearly upon an equal¬ 
ity with their hearing and speaking neighbors. 

I trust that the new institution about to be es¬ 
tablished for New Jersey mutes, to which you 
allude in your letter to me, will be controlled by 
a policy so wise and ro humane, that signs, as a 
liimniftprn will nr-i r find a place or support with- 
-iffTts walls. 

There are but few institutions in the 
Union where the system of instruction 
by articulation has not been tried. If 
it really possesses such merits as its ad¬ 
vocates claim, how docs it happen that, 
having been so widely tried, it does not 
come into universal use for all cases of 
deaf-mute instruction 1 It will not do to 
give as a reason, tlio bigotry of the ma¬ 
jority of teachers to the sign language. 
If they are bigots, they are bigots with 
good reasons. They have looked into 
the articulation system and seen that it 
is a system that applies only to a few,
